I the arrival of Dr. Egan, who band- 
| aged her wounds and had her taken 1 
i in the ambulance, which was already 
in waiting, to the St. Francis hospi­ 
tal.

It was necessary to

, stitches to close the wound. 
Her mother rode with her in the 
ambulance from the Park store to 
the hospital and at first feared that 
her daughter was more seriously in­ 
jured. 
This is the first accident of 
its 
kind which has ever occurred in the 
i store abd took place at the freight 
elevator shaft. 
Upon arrival at the hospital her in­ 
jury was found to be less serious, 
being only a scalp wound, w hich was 
quickly sewed up.
